Due  to  the  serious  congestion  of 
traffic  and  parking  problems,  a 
result  of  the  increase  in  both  cars 
and  students  on  campus,  and  a 
decreasing  number  of  parking 
spaces,  which  have  complicated 


the  problem,  the  new  system  was 
developed,  the  President  said. 

“There  are  9,348  faculty,  staff 
and  student  automobiles  and  it  is 
obviously  impossible  for  all 
drivers  to  park  wherever  they 
would  like,”  President  Wilkinson 
stated. 

He  went  on  to  say  that  the 
situation  is  aggravated  by  driving 
habits,  like  driving  short  distances

present  day  values  seem  to  be 
threatened  by  what  might  be 
called  the  “age  of  the  beatniks,” 
or  the  “age  of  the  nothings,”  or 
the  “age  of  the  unclean  and  the 
irreverent.” 

Rags,  dirt,  uncut  hair,  and  other 
forms  of  ugliness  in  one’s  personal 
appearance  may  be  signs  of  things 
that  are  more  serious  than  some 
imagine. 

There  are  people  who  always 
prefer  to  “dress  down”  instead  of 
“dressing  up.” 

In  this  they  are  poisoning  their 
own  minds  and  spirits,  for  when 
we  downgrade  the  outside,  we 
also  weaken  the  inside.  Hats 
largely  went  out  of  style 
sometime  ago  but  now  neckties, 
shoes  and  even  shirts  seem  to  be 
following  suit. 

Our  abandonment  of  neckties, 
shoes,  shirts,  and  a pride  in  our 
personal  appearance  may  indicate 
that  we  are  again  approaching  the 
bottom  part  of  our  civilization’s 
cycle. 

A letdown  in  personal 
appearance  has  far  more  than 
physical  significance  for  when

cars  from  lot  to  lot  between 
classes. 

While  BYU  has  lost  405  parking 
spaces  because  of  building 
construction,  four  new  lots  with 
521  spaces  will  be  created.  There 
will  be  10,115  total  spaces  after 
construction. 

Construction  of  the  Life 
Science  Bldg,  accounts  for  153 
spaces,  56  spaces  were  given  up 
for  the  Jesse  Knight  Bldg.  Annex, 
the  site  of  the  proposed 
Mathematics-Computer  Bldg, 
means  a loss  of  145  spaces  and 
another  5 1 will  be  given  up  when 
the  Activities  Center  is  built. 

To  counteract  the  loss  of  these 
spaces,  BYU  is  planning  to 
construct  18  spaces  for  cars  east 
of  the  Joseph  Smith  Bldg.,  25  car 
spaces  east  of  the  Snell  Bldg.,  128 
cars  will  be  provided  for  south  of 
the  Physical  Plant  Bldg,  on  9th 
North  and  350  cars  spaces  will  be 
constructed  north  of  Wasatch 
School  on  9th  East. 

Representatives  from  the 
faculty,  staff,  students, 
administration  and  security  were 
included  on  the  Traffic  Safety 
Committee  that  worked  on  the 
plan  with  Physical  Plant  Director 
Sam  F.  Brewster,  committee 
chairman. 

Although  the  rates  may  seem 
high  to  some  students,  parking 
rates  at  BYU  are  below  the  rates 
set  at  other  universities.  At 
Purdue,  for  example,  it  costs  25 
cents  an  hour  to  park— and  not  on 
campus.  At  Tulane,  no  cars  are 
allowed  on  campus  and  at  UCLA, 
parking  rates  are  $45  a month, 
accordirtg  to  Nick  Horn, 
Executive  Assistant  to  the 
ASBYU  President.  ^ 

Following  are  the  zone 
restrictions: 

Zone  A (2133  cars)  no  fee— For 
faculty,  administration  and  staff 
in  central  areas  around 
administrative  and  academic 
buildings. 


Zone  B (2434  cars)  $12 
fee— For  juniors,  seniors  and 
graduate  students  in  the  large  lots 
east  of  Wilkinson  Center,  north  of 
Fine  Arts  Center,  west  of  Smoot 
Bldg.,  west  of  Richards  Bldg., 
south  of  tennis  courts  and  at  the 
Biology  Bldg. 

Zone  C (1990  cars)  $6  fee— For 
occupants  of  resident 
halls  — parking  around  residents 
areas. 

Zone  D (3558  cars)  $6  fee— For 
all  students,  including  freshmen 
and  sophomores.  Faculty  and 
staff  may  park  here  free.  This 
zone  includes  all  of  the  large  lots 
around  the  stadium,  west  of  the 
Fieldhouse,  in  the  new  space  to  be 
built  around  the  Activities  Center, 
and  new  lots  north  of  Wasatch 
School  on  9th  East  and  south  of 
the  Physical  Plant  Building  on  9th 
North. 

There  will  be  a few  special 
unlimited  permits  for  service 
vehicles  and  handicapped  persons-. 

The  above  charges  are  for  the 
academic  year  or  nine  months.  All 
charges  for  parking  during 
Summer  School  will  be  reduced  to 
one-half  for  both  terms  and  to 
one-fourth  for  one  term. 

Zone  A lots  will  be  restricted  24 
hours  a day  except  Tuesday  after 
6 p.m.  and  Saturday  and  Sunday. 
Zone  B lots  will  be  unrestricted 
daily  from  5 p.m.  to  6 a.m.  Zone 
C lots  are  reserved  permanently 
for  residence  hall  occupants.  Zone 
D lots  are  unrestricted  at  all  times. 

Most  permits  will  bear  more 
than  one  letter.  With  the 
exception  of  the  times  noted 
above,  faculty  and  staff  with  A-D 
permits  may  park  in  any  A or  D 
Zone  but  not  in  B Zone.  Cars  with 
C-D  permits  ($6)  may  only  be 
parked  in  C or  D Zones.  Cars  with 
B-C-D  permits  ($12)  may  park  in 
any  B,  C or  D Zone  at  any  time. 
Cars  with  D permits  ($6)  may  be 
parked  only  m D Zone.

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Personal  Rights

Last  summer  I grew  a beard  but  shaved  it  off  when  asked,  even 
though  I liked  it. 

Last  month  I took  part  in  a silent  protest  about  an  issue  of  national 
importance,  and  acted  independently,  even  though  there  was  much 
public  criticism. 

And  ever  since,  some  students  and  parents  have  asked  some 
important  questions:  Why  did  I grow  a beard?  Why  did  I shave  it  off? 
Why  did  I protest?  What  right  do  I have  to  take  a stand  on  a matter  of 
public  controversy? 

So  maybe  it’s  time  to  answer  as  honestly  as  I can  and  to  talk  about 
the  lessons  that  are  involved  in  both  situations. 

I grew  a beard  because  it’s  harmless  fun  to  play  with  the 
externals— the  way  we  look  and  the  way  we  dress.  And  I grew  a beard 
to  suggest  that  you  can’t  judge  a man  by  appearances.  I’m  the  same 
man  without  a beard  as  I was  with  one.  And  in  the  same  way,  you  can’t 
judge  a student  by  long  hair  or  short  skirts.  And  maybe  I grew  a beard 
to  show  that  we  do  have  some  small  personal  rights  which  we  should 
value.  I hope  that  you  cherish  your  right  to  be  yourself  both  in  the 
little  ways  of  dress  and  clothing  and  in  the  big  issues  of  peace  and 
war— and  brotherhood  and  justice. 

But  I shaved  off  the  beard  because  I was  asked  to  do  so,  and  because 
my  desire  to  express  a little  bit  of  my  individuality  had  become  a major 
problem  for  others,  and  because  people  were  seeing  the  beard,  not  the 
man  behind  the  beard.  A man  has  to  choose  the  battles  he  will  fight, 
and  he  has  to  weigh  the  consequences  of  his  actions  against  the 
importance  of  the  issue.  So  if  you  are  told  to  cut  your  hair,  you  should 
obey,  because  it’s  not  worth  fighting  about,  and  the  consequences  of 
that  rebellion  are  not  worth  the  gains  you  make.  People  judged  me  by 
the  beard  and  the  scooter,  and  they  judge  you  by  your  long  hair  and 
short  skirts,  and  we  both  ought  to  worry  if  we  are  leading  them  into 
making  mistakes  of  judgement  about  us. 

So,  beard  on,  beard  off— a little  issue  that  wasn’t  worth  a fight.  But 
what  of  the  other  protest? 

SOME  SUGGESTED  LESSONS 

First,  there’s  a war  going  on,  with  lives  and  issues  and  your  future  at 
stake.  And  it’s  more  important  than  dates  and  cars  and  hairstyles  and 
beards.  In  four  or  five  years  you  and  your  friends  might  be  in  that  war, 
and  you  had  better  find  out  for  yourself  what  it’s  all  about. 

Second,  there  is  a lesson  about  patriotism.  Patriotism  is  a love  of 
country,  and  love  of  country  at  its  best  will  sometimes  combine  open 
criticism  with  loyal  support.  All  love— of  country,  of  family,  of 
school— includes  criticism.  I love  my  children,  but  discipline  them;  I 
love  my  school,  but  complain  about  its  faults;  and  I love  my-country 
but  will  protest  when  I think  it  is  wrong. 

But  criticism  doesn’t  mean  subversion.  I discipline  my  children  but 
will  protect  them  from  harm.  I will  criticize  my  country  but  support  it 
in  every  way  that  I can.  And  I hope  that  in  the  major  issues  of  your  life 
you  can  combine  honest  difference  with  loyal  support. 

There’s  a third  lesson  about  conformity  and  rebellion.  Most  students 
conform  and  a few  rebel— but  there’s  a middle  ground  between 
conformity  and  rebellion.  If  you  always  believe  what  you  are  told  and 
always  do  what  the  mass  of  people  expect,  you  surrender  your 
individuality.  But  on  the  other  hand,  if  you  rebel  and  break  the  law, 
you  begin  to  destroy  the  law,  the  very  thing  that  holds  society  together 
and  protects  your  basic  rights.  For  me,  the  middle  ground  is  responsible 
legal  protest  that  does  not  infringe  on  the  rights  of  others. 

COURAGE  AND  ITS  CONSEQUENCES 

And  there’s  a lesson  about  the  need  for  courage.  A man  must  stand 
up  for  the  important  things  he  believes  in.  The  problems  we  face  as  a 
nation— war,  communism,  discrimination,  poverty— will  be  solved  only 
by  those  who  have  the  courage  to  stand  up  and  be  counted.  I respect 
those  inidviduals  who  differ  openly  with  me  on  this  particular  issue 
because  they  too  are  standing  up  in  protest,  and  in  a democracy, 
healthy  constructive  debate  will  produce  better  answers  than  any  single 
voice  that  claims  to  know  the  truth.  I hope  that  you  too  will  stand  up 
and  be  counted  for  the  big  things  that  you  believe  in.  Your  school  and 
your  country  will  be  the  better  for  it. 

And  there’s  an  important  lesson  about  the  consequences  of  courage. 
Every  protest  you  make  will  involve  you  and  all  those  around  you  in 
serious  consequences.  And  you  had  better  be  sure  that  the  issue  is 
important  enough  to  run  the  risks  that  protest  always  brings.  I am  not 
alone.  What  I do  affects  my  family,  my  school,  my  community,  and  my 
country.  And  always  I have  to  weigh  the  gains  made  against  the  damage 
done. 

And  that  is  where  I am  now.  I can  take  the  angry  criticism  and  the 
bad  publicity  and  the  anonymous  letters.  But  if  my  family  is  hurt,  or  if 
my  school  is  injured,  or  if  my  comminity  is  torn  asunder  by 
controversy,  or  if  in  some  way  my  country  is  damaged,  then  I will  still 
my  voice  and  pray  the  wounds  will  heal. 

I want  to  close  on  a personal  note  about  you  and  me. 

I don’t  want  to  be  a rebel.  I love  peace  and  order  too  much  to  seek 
rebellion. 

I don’t  think  that  I’m  a hero.  I know  my  weaknesses  and  faults  too 
well  for  that. 

But  I will  try  to  be  a man.  And  that  is  all  that  I ask  of  you.  When  the 
issues  are  important,  try  to  act  with  wisdom  and  with  courage,  and  with 
love.  You  may  make  mistakes.  You  may  get  hurt.  Others  may  dislike 
you.  But  if  you  act  the  man,  you  keep  your  self-respect  and  those 
around  you  are  somehow  the  better  for  it. 

And  maybe  in  the  long  run  that’s  what  school  is  all  about— to  help 
you  find  your  own  way  to  manhood.  God  be  with  you  as  you  struggle.

In  reference  to  Bro.  Packer’s 
remarks,  past  statements  by 
university  officials,  and  any  future 
speeches  to  the  effect  that  BYU 
has  had  no  riots,  may  I offer  the 
following  suggestion.  I feel  it  is 
unwise  to  proudly  announce  to 
the  world  that  we  are  the  only 
institution  of  large  size  that  has 
not  experienced  a riot.  It  seems  to 
me  that  we  are  only  inviting  our 
own  self-destruction. 

We  may  have  the  most  righteous 
student  body  in  the  world.  And 
very  likely  there  is  no  student 
here  who  would  riot.  But  we 
cannot  ignore  the  “outside” 
elements  who  do  not  share  our 
common  values.  To  proclaim  to 
the  world  that  BYU  is  the  “island 
of  tranquility  in  a sea  of  turmoil” 
is  to  tempt  violent  non-students 
to  alter  that.  It’s  like  a couple  of 
small  boys  with  BB  guns  breaking 
coke  bottles.  If  after  they  have 
finished,  someone  held  up  and 
waved  an  unbroken  7-Up  bottle,  it 
would  be  smashed  in  seconds. 

It  does  not  seem  unlikely  at  all 
that  in  the  near  future  one 
hundred  black  militants  will 
register  here  to  test  Pres. 
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Wilkinson’s  no  race  discrimination 
policy.  Things  may  go  fine  for  a 
while.  Then  the  right  side  of  the 
ROTC  Building  disappears.  Who 
did  it?  Of  course  the  black 
militants  did  because  everybody 
knows  that  BYU  students  don’t 
use  Molotov  cocktails.  Violence 
has  been  successful  in  producing 
changes  in  every  university  so  far, 
and  BYU  would  be  no  exception.

TEXT  BOOKS! 


The  BYU  Bookstore  will  buy  any  textbook  offered  by  a student  which  the  faculty  has  desig- 
nated for  use  in  the  Summer  and  Fall  semesters.  Such  books  will  be  purchased  at  60%  of 
the  new  price  and  will  be  sold  back  to  students  at  75%  of  the  new  price. 

Approximately  25,000  volumes  were  purchased  by  the  BYU  Bookstore  from  students  at  the 
close  of  Fall  semester,  1969. 

The  common  practice  in  the  college  bookstore  industry  is  to  buy  used  texts  (those  which 
will  be  used  the  succeeding  semester)  at  50%  of  their  new  price.  The  BYU  Bookstore  has 
traditionally  paid  60%  of  new  price  for  used  books  purchased  for  use  the  next  semester. 

Current  edition  books  not  being  used  again  in  Summer  or  Fall  semesters  can  be 
sold  as  a wholesale  book.  The  great  majority  of  college  bookstores  represent  just 
one  book  wholesale  company.  The  BYIJ  Bookstore  represents  four  book  whole- 
salers, thus  enlarging  greatly  the  list  of  books  which  the  BYU  Bookstore  can  pur- 
chase from  students  for  these  wholesalers.  In  fact,  the  list  from  which  the  BYU 
Bookstore  will  purchase  used  books  contains  over  20,000  titles.  Prices  are  set  by 
the  wholesale  companies. 

Remember  these  two  points: 

(a)  Text  books  to  be  used  Summer  and  Fall  semesters  will  be  purchased  by 
the  BYU  Bookstore  at  60%  of  new  price. 

(b)  Text  books  not  to  be  used  Summer  and  Fall  semesters  can  be  sold  to  the 
BYU  Bookstore  as  an  agent  for  the  wholesale  book  companies  they  represent. 
Prices  are  set  by  the  wholesale  companies.

volleyballers  are  sixth  in  the 
nation. 

Santa  Barbara  finished  in  the 
number  one  spot  followed  in 
order  by  UCLA,  the  Church 
College  of  Hawaii,  San  Diego 
State,  Ohio  State,  and  then  BYU. 

This  is  one  of  the  strongest 
showings  ever  by  the  BYU 
volleyball  team,  although  the 
Cougars  have  placed  as  high  as 
second  in  previous  years. 

The  national  tournament  was  a 
double  elimination  affair.  Both 
teams  to  beat  the  ‘Y’  eventually 
finished  high  in  the  standings.  The 
Cougars  were  beaten  by  Santa 
Barbara,  who  went  on  to  finish  in 
first  place  in  the  tournament  and 


the  nation,  and  by  San  Diego 
State.  (San  Diego  was  the  fourth 
place  team  this  year  but  last  year 
were  the  national  champions.) 


Navalta  commented  that  the 
BYU  team  made  a very  good 
showing,  but  stated  that 
inexperience  was  certainly  a big 
factor.  “The  kids  did  real  well,  as 
good  as  their  experience  would 
allow.  We  just  couldn’t  get  any 
momentum,  we  played  in  spurts  ? 
and  weren’t  consistent  enough.”  ; 


Jim  Lamph,  a setter  for  this 
years  team,  felt  that  the  Cougars 
lack  of  experience  was  a chief 
reason  for  not  finishing  higher,  \ 
but  added  that  he  thought  the 
team  didn’t  live  up  to  its 
potential.

New  Pedestrian  Laws 


To  Be  Enforced 

Pedestrians  in  Utah  will  have  a 
new  set  of  rules  governing  their 
walking  habits  stated  the  Utah 
Safety  Council  recently. 

Every  pedestrian  crossing  a 
roadway  at  any  point  other  than  a 
marked  crosswalk  or  at  any 
unmarked  crosswalk  at  an 
intersection  must  now  yield  the 
right  of  way  to  the  approaching 
automobile. 

Between  adjacent  intersections 
at  which  traffic  control  signals  are 
in  operation,  pedestrians  shall  not 
cross  at  any  place  except  in  a 
marked  crosswalk. 

The  Council  also  pointed  out 
that  pedestrians  are  prohibited 
from  crossing  at  any  intersection 
diagonally  unless  it  is  authorized 
by  an  offtcial  traffic  control  sign. 

When  it  is  authorized,  the 
pedestrian  is  to  cross  only  in 
accordance  with  the  sign  which 
permits  such  crossings. 

A.  J.  Thuli,  President  of  the 
Utah  Safety  Council,  stated  that 
the  reason  for  the  new  laws  is  the 
current  high  rate  of  pedestrian 
traffic  deaths. 

“Pedestrians  must  realize  that 
they  have  a responsibility  in 


traffic  and  cannot  place  all  the 
responsibility  for  their  safety  on 
the  driver  of  the  automobile,”  he 
concluded.
